%  Owego— Five  responsibilities 
of  Chamber  of  Commerce  mem- 
bers were  outlined  last  night  at 
the  "Wake  Up  Owego"  dinner 
of  the  Owego  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce by  Frank  H.  Welsh  Jr., 
Endicott,  former  president  of 
the  New  York  State  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  di- 
rector of  the  IBM  factory  school 
of  education.  The  dinner  in  the 
Elks  auditorium  was  atttended 
by  150  Owegoans. 

With  the  topic,  "Education — 
The  Basis  of  Democracy,"  Mr. 
Welsh  said  it  was  high  time  that 
America  should  develop  a  Bill 
of  Responsibilities  to  go  hand  in 
hand  with  her  cherished  Bill  of 
Rights.  In  a  nation  believing  in 
democracy,  all  people  should  be 
aware  of  the  glories,  achieve- 
ments, rights  and  benefits  of 
their  heritage.  They  should  de- 
velop a  faith  in  its  ideals  and 
institutions  and  likewise  be 
aware  of  the  vital  issues,  pos- 
sessing the  educational  equip- 
ment to  meet  them  intelligent- 
ly. 

The  responsibilities  of  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  members  to- 
ward education  in  the  commu- 
nity include  emphasis  that  giv- 
ing, not  getting;  serving,  not 
merely  being  served,  constitutes 
satisfying  success. 

Second,  to  labor  constantly  for 
a  clean  environment  for  the 
young  people  during  their  out- 
of-schoql  hours.  Plans  for  the 
building"  of  a  home  for  the  Owe- 
go Boys  Club  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  youth  center  were 
given  as  a  healthy  indication 
of  interest  in  the  youth. 

Third,  to  back  the  schools 
when  they  attempt  to  teach  that 
every  citizen,  regardless  of 
whether  employer  or  employe 
and  regardless  of  political  be- 
liefs, race,  color  or  creed,  has 
his  contribution  to  make  and  is 
entitled  to  the  rights  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  citizenship. 

Fourth,  to  support  the  schools 
In  inculcating  in  their  pupils 
moral  and  spiritual  values  that 
have  stood  the  tost  of  time. 

Fifth,  to  remember  that  good 
nationalism  and  good  interna- 
tionalism are  entirely  compat- 
ible. 

Arthur  B.  Stiles,  former 
Chamber  of  Commerce  head, 
presided  as  master  of  ceremonies 
at  the  dinner  and  introduced 
the  speakers.  Merle  E.  Halstead, 
president  of  the  group,  wel- 
comed the  guests  to  the  dinner.
